Early today, the hit-and-run 


bands 
retreated 
from 
the 


streets, but more than 100 po- 
licemen still patrolled a wide 


((•area of the predominantly Ne- 


gro section in the southern part 
of the city. 


Windows in a score of stores 


were smashed and some busi- 
nesses looted in the latest out- 
break. 


At a midnight press confer- 


ence more than three hours aft-. 
er the riot began. Mayor Thom- 
as J. Whelan Said he believed 
the violence had "passed its 


But he reiterated (his warning: 


"We will use all the force and 
power at our disposal to see that 
law and order is'maintained." - 


He said he was prepared to sit 


down with civil- rights leaders 
"anytime anywhere," but the 
first problem was maintaining 
order.

Whelan said the situation, in 


^Jersey City, across the Hudson 
^Tliver from New York City, was 


one of "hooliganism versus law 
and order." The city has 275,000 
residents, 17 per cent of whom 
are Negroes.

out.

speech. He said his Democratic 
opponent, Gov.

ler spoke in the noonday sun 
from his bus, which was parked 
in front of the Fordyce Post Of- 
fice.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

Agriculture Department raised 
the prospect today that the U.S. 
reserve and surplus of cotton 
may be reduced 
by between 


700,000 and 1 million bales 
during the 1964-crop marketing 
season ending next July 31. 


The report forecast domestic 


and export demand at 14.8 mil- 
lion bales, up 700.000 bales from 
the 1963-crop season sales/ While 
no official estimate of this year's 
crop will be until Aug. 10, un- 
official forecasts range from 13.8 
to 14.1 million bales. 


^Thus the,crop would be less 


than the anticipated demand. 
The deficit would be supplied 
.from reserve and surplus stocks 
totaling about 12.2 million bales 
accumulated from past crops. 
MUch of this cotton is stored 
under farm price support pro- 
grams. 


The department 
forecast d 


mestic requirements for the 1964 
year at 9.6 million bales, an in- 
crease of 1.1 million over those 
of the past season. 


Exports were projected at 5.2 


million bales, down 400,000 from 
the past season. 


The present reserve and sur- 


plus supply is the largest since 
1956.

Bob Bailey, hightly touted 


youngster who dragged through 
a poor rookie season under the 
pressure of a whopping bonus, 
is beginning to pay dividends. 


A $150,000 bonus baby who 


batted a dismal .228 last season, 
Bailey continued his heavy hit- 
ting Monday night by slamming 
a key triple in the eighth inning 
and a game-winning single in 
the ninth that gave the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates a 3-2 victory over 
the San Francisco Giants.

Bailey's key hits dropped the 


Giants two games behind the 
Phillies, who were rained out of 
a game against the Los Angeles 
Dodgers.

League. Baltimore rode Milt 
Pappas' shutout pitching to a 
7-0 victory over the Los Angeles 
Angels and to within one per- 
centage point of the first-place 
New York Yankees.
